The seven hundred and twenty-ninth 


anniversary of the birth of Saint Shin- 
ran, founder of tbe Buddlst sect "Shin 
Shu," was yesterday celebrated by the 
Japanese followers of. the sect at the 
little Buddhist chapel on Fort lane. 


The entrance to the lane was decor- 


ated with Buddhist banners, and the 
archway made into a bower of greens 
and flowers; the gateway of the school 
bulldteg and chapel presented a festive 
appearance, the many colored flags of 
the seekers after Nirvana fluttering 
over it, and the blue and white ban- 
ners with the coat of arms of Saint 
Shinran were festooned about the 
.building. 
In the afternoon services were held, 


and in the evening the strings of Jap- 
anese lanterns which had been hung 
from the chapel across the lawn, were 
lighted, and the ocasion became one of 
rejoicing. 
From a booth of bunting and greens, 


lemonade, tea and cakes were dispens- 
ed, and the little ones of the Oriental 
race were made happy with a surfeit 
of sweets, ffbe gayest and 
richest 


kimonos fronrthe wardrobes of the lit- 
' tie brown women were worn, and the 
Japanese Juveniles were quaintly and 
prettily clad for the occasion of rejoic- 
ing.The afternoon services began at 2:30 
o'clock,'the chapel being filled to over- 
flowing with the followers of Buddha 
and their friends and Invited guests. 


Queen Lllluokalanl and a party of 


other friends, having received the invi- 
tation ot Mr. Imamura, the high priest 
of bonze of the islands, was in attend- 
ance, and sat at the left of the altar. 
Dr. Marques, president of the Theo- 
. soijhical Society, and Mrs. Marques 
were also invited guests. 


The altar was decorated with the em- 


blems of the sect and offerings of flow- 
ers and fruit had been placed In the 
brass vases and carved sandalwood re- 
ceivers. 
Incense was kept burning, 


and lighted candles and elaborate brass 
lanterns .softly illuminated the temple. 


The program of worship consisted of 


chants and prayers in tbe Japanese 
language and an address in English by 
Mr. Imamura. Miss Barber, teacher of 
the Japanese night school, also made a 
Short address in praise of the principles 
of the Buddhist religion, likening Budd- 
hism to a great structure, whose-foun- 
dation was of stone and rested on the 
earth, but whose summit was lost In

At thirty-one years of age he mar-

history of Buddhism, marriage having 
been fornldden to the priesthood here- 
tofore. 
According to the general rule tbe 
priests of other sects cut their hair 
short, wear religious vestments, and 
show the general appearance of bon- 
ces, but in our sect, since the doctrine 
is so easy of attainment, and austere 
observance of the other sects are not 
considered essential, they are allowed 
to marry and to eat flesh and fish, 
which privileges are strictly forbidden 
to the priests of the other sects. Thus, 
the priests of our sect are allowed to 
act freely In such matters. This Is 
called "the manner of non-priest* and 
non-laymen," which was established 
by the founder of our sect, and ia pe- 
culiar to It alone.

It to on the 


tened and were common Island'cattie 


Diseases;—Upon investigation U was 


found that Texas fever, so common In 
the Boutn, was unknown on the Islands. 
I also learned from Dr. Koebele, the en- 
tomologist, that the cattle tick (Boophl- 
1ns bovto) .had not yet found a lodgment 
upon any of the Islands. It would, there- 
fore,' be well to extend the quarantine 
restrictions now prevailing In the Unit- 
ed States with regard to the movement 
of cattle from the infected to the non- 
Infected districts to these Islands at 
once, to prevent the Introduction of the 
cattle tick. It to possible that the totter 
when .once Introduced may find mosy 
suitable conditions for rapid multiplica- 
tion, and doing so destroy many of the 
cattle of the Islands. 


Upon Investigation It was learned that 


both tuberculosis and liver fluke were 
common among the cattle on tne Islands 
of Oahu and Kaual, rare on the island 
of Maul, with very few cases of the for- 
mer and none of the latter on Hawaii 
and the other islands. Efforts were be- 
ing made to eradicate the tuberculosis 
from the dairy herds around Honolulu, 
using tuberculin as the diagnostic agent. 


Quite an effort to being made, as the 


above list of ranches will show, to Intro- 
duce better beef blood on the islands.

In a few 
days It was found that the Herefords 
had acquired the habit of the natives of 
"eating" water, and were doing well, 
while the Shorthorns had to be removed 
to lower altitudes and furnished wltfr 
water to save their lives. 
There Is great room for the further Im- 


provement of the Island cattle, and there 
should be profit in fattening Improved 
grades for the shambles of Honolulu. As 
a rule, cattle are "raised on ranches to 
an elevation of 4,000 feet;, beyond this, 
sheep are more profitable; wild cattle, 
however, range much higher up. 


DAIRIES. 


There are but few dairies on the Island 


except those "that directly supply the 
markets of Honolulu and HUo. Nearly 
all of the butter used on the Islands Is 
imported, and ,the prices of both mflk 
and butter are^Wgh. 
In and around Honolulu are many dai- 


ries which supply the city with n»Uk. 
There is a central association, the stock 
of which is owned by the-dairies, which 
buys all of the mflk of the dairies and 
then retails it to the dty. This associa- 
tion pays the .dairyman 7% cents, and 
retails it to the consumer at 12 cents per 
auart. Butter sells readily at 60 cents 
per pound. These dairies largely grow 
sorghum, guinea grass, alfalfa, etc. for 
soiling their cows. They gather the ai- 
garoba bean and, grinding It to a meal, 
feed It with wheat bran or cotton-seed 
meal. Wheat bran ana algarooa meal, 
properly compounded, supplemented with 
green sorghum, constitute a most excel- 
lent ration for mflch cows. 
In the dairies adjoining Honolulu may 


be found some excellent jerseys. Mr. 
William O.-Irwin,^one of uie wealthiest 
citizens of Honolulu, has a herd of im- 
proved Jerseys that would be highly 
prised in any country. 


SHEEP 


Sheep occupy mainly the smaller Isl- 


ands of the group, though the largest 
Island. Hawafi, has two enormous HOCKS, 
inTof SOM owned by Hon. SamuelPar- 
ker, ana another of JB.OOO. owned by Othe 
Keamokn Sheep Kawh. -

It is timely to consider the 
effect 


which has been produced on the minds 
of men. accustomed to weigh public 
events, by the continuous vaudeville 
performance given at the Executive 
Building- and Bungalow under the Joint 
stage management of "America" J. 
Kmmeluth and "Oily Bill" White. The 
view of thoughtful men here is known, 
one hears the chorus of condemnation 
on all sides. The effort of the per- 
formers to answer to a feeble call for 
the curtain, excited the risibles as well 
as the pity, of all who were conversant 
•with American methods. 
Accustomed to consider national af- 


fairs with an eye gauged for long dis- 
tances as well as for microscopic in- 
vestigation, the newspaper writer of the 
national capital brings to his analysis 
a 
famillarit 
with 
governmental 


metods and results which gives to his 
conclusion 
something of 
authority. 


With these facts known the following 
editorial from the Washington Star 
will be read with Interest- 


It appears from recent comments by 


the Honolulu press that the Home Rule 
party has disintegrated and is no lon- 
ger a serious factor in the situation. But 
unfortunately the freak session tended 
as well to demoralize the Republican op- 
position. so that the adjournment of the 
Legislature seems to have left a chaotic 
state of poetics for the next campaign to 
resolve into a semblance of order. 
The mail dispatches announce that the 


Governor refused to extend the regular 
session of the Legislature, wmch has 
been utterly wasted on futile attempts 
at bill-passing. The appropriations re- 
main to be passed, and the Governor 
may call an extra session far this specific 
purpose later. The chief cause of trouble 
during the regular session was that each 
member seemed to think the body had 
been created solely to permit him to en- 
act some- nonsensical idea into law. Some 
of the propositions, on which The Star 
has already commented, were almost be- 
yond credence. There was an inordinate 
amount of wrangling over personalities, 
whole days being consumed with debates 
upon items of precedence while the 
Royalists lost no opportunity to make 
capital for the lost regime 
On the 


whole. However, we sefcion was prob- 
ably s"WBoS»onie expetfcnce, for it at 
least demonstrated that the unaided, un- 
controlled native Hawalians, spurred on 
by ignorant demagogues. are not ready 
to assume the responsibility of legisla- 
tion and government, and at the same 
time it may have been a valuable object 
bwon in showing what to avoid in. the 
drawing of party lines In future catn- 
pSgnsr It is evident that the Home Rule 
naUve party. unless it gains a leader of

ENCOURAGEMENT OF COFFEE 
There Is much encouragement to Ha- 


waiian coffee-growers In the news this 
paper has published, touching the conr 
elusion reached by the Treasury De- 
partment, that^ll the coffee consumed 
In the United States can be grown In 
Hawaii Porto Bleb and the Philippines. 
If Congress comes to agree with this 
conclusion, the next step will natural- 
ly be the Imposition of a duty on for- 
eign coffee. That would make an in- 
stant market for Hawaiian coffee, stim- 
ulating the Industry here and enabling 
It to make the good returns which 
would be had now but for the free ac- 
cess of Central American coffee to the 
markets of the United States. 


While there are some districts on 


these Islands where coffee has not been 
quite what growers and consumers de- 
sired, there are others, notably Hama- 
kua, where the bean nourishes and 
thrives as In the native soil, ta Other 
districts the trouble Is, perhaps, one of 
cultivation. From the general adapta- 
bility of Porto Rico to coffee—a place of 
similar climate and soil and nearly the 
same latitude as Hawaii—It may be in- 
ferred that the area of coffee-growing 
land here would prove to be much larg- 
er than experiments have yet determ- 
ined. Time was when the limit of cane- 
growing possibilities was fixed at 20,- 
XX) tons per annum. 
It now exceeds 


300,000 tons. A duty on coffee by•stlm- 
nlating enterprise and research xould, 
perhaps. Increase tbe recent yield in an 
equally surprising ratio. 


We think the duty will come. Ha- 


waii Is entitled to Its share of benefits 
from the present economic policy of 
the United States. Porto Rico and the 
Philippines, If definitely organized as a 
part of the Union Instead of possessions 
thereof, wfll have to be given the bene- 
fit of a duty on coffee, not only as a 
matter of Justice, but of policy. So the 
chances seem very good indeed that, 
before very long, those who have stood 
by coffee in Hawaii will be rewarded 
for their patience.

It, the Legislature has no power to pass 
an original Loan Act at this session." 


The Organic Act and the Session Laws 


of 1896 are quoted at length to show the 
purposes for which loans may be au- 
thorized; the limits of the same in 
amount and in proportion to tbe taxable 
property of the Territory, and the pow- 
ers necessary for the effecting of loans. 


From the Loan Act of 1896 Mr. Dole 


quotes sections providing that bonds may 
be Issued from time to time to an amount 
not exceeding In the aggregate two mil- 
lion dollars; that no such bonds shall be 
Issued except in pursuance of any Act 
of the Legislature authorising said is- 
sue; that all bonds, when 
thereof is authorized, may

dient; and that the power to issue bonds' 
conferred by any Act in conformity with 
this Act, shall not lapse or become void 
as the result of first issue, but may be 
exercised from time to tune until the 
limit of tbe amount authorized baa been 
reached. 


The conclusion IB drawn from these 


and other authorities, that 
comply 


with the statute, there must be tbe con- 
currence of three separate and distinct 
authorities, the Legislature, the Govern- 
or and tbe Treasurer," and adds that 
"by the closing lines of section SB of the

Raws.—Centrifugals have again returned to their normal level of fiic~for 98 


degree test. The weight of large crops coming to market rapidly has gradu- 
ally lessened, until now there is practically no pressure to sell and stocks can 
be carried until wanted. Holders realized that there would be no more large 
receipts at the Cuban seaports, and becoming firmer in their views, finally ob- 
tained an.advance of l-16c for the week on sales of centrifugals at 41-4c; mns* 
covadoes at 3 He. and molasses sugars at S l-2c. 
It was thought that 


these prices would tempt holders to offer a good part of the sugars which they 
had put Into store, but thus far only a few of such sugars have come out, sel- 
lers hoping to do better by waiting a little longer. On the cost and freight 
terms, sales were made at i 9-lSc for 96 degree test, equal 4 1-tc, duty paid, but 
•3 6-8c is now asked. Any further advance, however, wffl depend upon the 
course of the European market Tbe American refiners have already secured 
large supplies of beet sugars, beginning purchases at 9s Sd, c. and t, a week 
or so ago, and continuing to buy at gradually advancing prices, until about 9s 
6d was paid, equal to 4 l-4c for centrifugals. It Is thought that about 75,000 
tons have been obtained from Europe on this movement. Our cable from Ham- 
burg reports that freight has already been engaged on 80,000 tons. Quotations 
are now rather higher, but it is expected that a considerable quantity will yet 
be available for America at about the parity of this market. Sales of Java* and 
Egyptian sugars for liay-july ahipmen t have been made to a moderate extent, 
particulars withheld. The market closes stronger, with, sales of 60,000 bags cen- 
trifugals, for shipment from Cuba seco nd half May, at 2 9-16c c. and t, for 96 
test, equal to 4J9c, duty paid for 96 degree test. 


Refined.—There have been only a fe w days relief from the rainy, gloomy 


weather of last Week and the usual active spring trade can hardly be said to 
nave begun. The strike of engineers on the Lakes has been settled, and su- 
gars, which have been held up at Buffalo, wffl now go forward for distribution. 
A large demand was felt here only on one or two bright days this week, stimu- 
lated by the improvement in the raw markets, the business, however, falling off 
toward the close. Brokers generally expected an advance In price 'of refined, 
following raws, but the refiners, evidently, are waiting for a little further in- 
crease in the demand. Stocks throughout the country are comparatively light, 
the trade having become used to let the refiners carry the stocks, and, as a de- 
la? In shipments under guarantee is limited to one week, buyers have doubtless 
secured sufficient supplies LOT such Immediate requirements. Refiners' supplies, 
however, are small and several grades Cannot be shipped promptly. We advise 
buyers to anticipate wants and to carry fuller stocks. The market closes very 
strong with the possibility of an advance at any 
time. 
' 


Coffee.—Fluctuations for a few days during the past week were quite consid- 


erable, but tbe last day or two the differences are fractional, prices for options 
closing at S points higher than those Of last week. While speculation here and 
in Europe has been Influenced somewhat, it would seem, by advance of ex- 
change rates In Brazil, or occasional smaller receipts, actual dealers throughout 
the country have acted with cooler Judgment. Receipts of over 100,000 bags In 
Rio and Santos in one week as the tail end of the crop appear to us to be big 
enough, in view of the fact that the total receipts for ten months are 10,000,000 
bags; so while speculative markets may change from day to day on the imme- 
diate news, —e interior buyers, roaster* and grocers, are -ess Innuenced by 
temporary matters, and this keeps ttte movement of coffee rather quiet. In 
fact, at this season of the year, it is very difficult to start an active movement 
unless occasioned by some unusual circumstance. Mild coffees havev moved 
more freely. There will be a small decregs^jQ the visible supply of the world 
for May 1st. wnich is more likely to be below than above 100,000 bags. Cost and 
freight business with Brazil has been limited/ tne pretensions of holders down 
there appearing to be most of the ttme a little above basis of this market.

DKEDS NULL AND VOID. 


In the case of KaiUkea (Insane), by 


Samuel Keka, vs. John Hapa and Kapa- 
11, which was an action to cancel certain 
deeds, the First Judge of the First Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday Issued a decree 
awarding' judgment in tavor of the plain- 
tiff. 


By this decree two deeds an cancelled, 


the one conveying from the plaintiff to 
the defendant John Hops a certain piece 
of land at Uoanalna, known as "Awawa- 
loa," and the other conveying from the 
said John Hapa to tbe defendant Kapali 
the same piece of land. These deeds bci 
ing null ana void, the title to the land 
in question Is again vested In the said 
plaintiff Kailikea. 


The Conn finds as follows: 
"First, 


that John Hapa, defendant above nam- 
ed, residing at Moanalua, Island of Oa- 
hu, on or about the Ast day of March. 
1891, by fraudulent pretenses and deceit. 
did prevail upon the above named Kafll- 
kea and cause her to deliver to him the 
deed of conveyance to a certain piece of 
land known as "Awawaloa" situate at 
said Moanalua. . . .- 


"Second, that at the time of the exe- 


cution of said deed by said KnlllkM. con- 
veying said piece of land to said Hapa. 
said Kaltffcpa was an idiot aad, said Ha- 
pa wen knew that she was an Idiot, - 
that the sum of money paid by 
Hapa was so grossly inadequate to 
true value of said land as to raise 
prescription of fraud, which has not been 
rebutted. 


"Third, that said '"'er** thereafter by 


deed transferred and assigned said piece 
of land to Kapali, defendant above nam- 
ed. 


"Fourth, that at the time of the exe- 


cution and delivery of said deed by Ha- 
pa to Knpall, conveying said piece of 
land, said Kapall weD knew that tbe 
aatd Hapa obtained from said Kafflkea 
the deed ttrst aforesaid by fraudulent 
pretenses and deceit, and that, at the 
time said deed was so obtained from 
said Kaffikea by said Hapa, said KapaH 
knew that said Kalllkea: was as idiot." 


The land in question is awarded to 


Samuel Keka as next friend of said Kai- 
likea, for the use and benefit of said 
Kailflres. The costs are taxed to the 
defendants.

I think so, "and 
the 'great majority in every, age. es- 
pecially the good and wise and learn- 
>d thbught so. If -the accepted views 
of Holy Bcrljfture are merely the re- 
sults "of human Judgment, how mon- 
strous at the present day to deny the 
luman mind the right of passing Judg- 
ment. 
"The Bible is a narrative of facts 
and a repository of'spiritual and mor- 
al truths before It. Is an inspired book. 
Every true student, must first study 
the Bible as any other book; It will 
then -be Inspired on account of what 
he finds In It.!'

enough space forward to handle 
fifty 


head of cattle. Tbe type of steamer 
most adapted 
for the business under 


consideration is the steam schooner hav- 
ing large sail power. At the speed al- 
ready stated such vessel would not con- 
sume more *h<"» six tons ot coal la 
twenty-four hours. The steamer Hawaii 
is of type, but rather large for the pur- 
pose. She cost, when bought, $32,000, and 
was three years old. However, at that 
time - tonnage was much cheaper tbaa 
at presoat, and I have no doubt that you 
can get a suitable vessel today from $18,- 
000 to $38,000 (say the latter figure), and 
1 don't think you will find any difficulty 
in finding a vessel, for the reason that 
they are building nowadays much larger 
veswls of that type."

HEAT OF THE . 


STARS MEASURED 


Another. Remarkable triumph 


Scored for the Science of 
, 
Astronomy. 


CHICAGO, May •».—A special to the 


Record-Herald from Williams Bay, Wls., 
says: 


Whether the stars, millions of miles 


away, send to the earth's surface any 
heat along with their rays of light, a 
question which has long puxsled astrono- 
mers, has been flnaUy solved. The beat 
from these far-off bodies baa not only 
been detected but measured. It has been 
measured by one of the most delicate and 
sensitive astronomical Instruments ever 
made—an Instrument • capable ot mearf- 
tunny the* heat of a candle a mile away. 


The credit for solving tbe problem 


and for constructing this delicate In- 
strument belongs to Professor E. F. 
Nichols of Dartmouth College, Tbe ex- 
periments were, however, performed at 
the Terkes Observatory of tbe Untver- 
ilty of Chicago, where Professor Nich- 
ols spent two of his summers' voca- 
tions. The results obtained from these 
experiments have Just been carefully re- 
viewed and computed and sent to Pro- 
fessor George EL Hale, director of 
the 


observatory. 


Prof. Nichols* experiments 
at the 


Terkes Observatory have for the first 
time proved beyond a doubt that the 
planets and some of the fixed stars send 
an appreciable quantity of heat to the 
earth. The quantity, however, ls so mi- 
nute that the wonder ls that an Instru- 
ment could be made sensitive enough to 
detect it. 
' 
The instrument which can record such 


an infinitely small amount of heat is 
called a radiometer. Though based to 
some extent upon the same principle as 
the 
bolometer 
and 
radlomicrometer, 


which have been so successfully used in 
measuring beat rays, in construction, it 
is essentially different and for this pur- 
pose has proved far more effective. 


The bearing of these first measure- 


ments of stellar heat, says 
Professor 


Hale, upon the life history of stars, U 
very Important, but general conclusions 
cannot be drawn until further results 
can be obtained. Professor Nichols re- 
marks that the great reflecting telescope, 
with «Uv«red glass mirror flve feet in 
diameter, which U belma- constructed at 
tbe Terkes Observatory, will b* better 
adapted than any other Instrument for 
this delicate work. The «»•*• lenses of 
a infracting telescope are quit* opaque 
to some of the heat waves which reach 
us from the stars and for this reason 
a reflecting telMoope of tbe larrest Hwf 
must be used In future wtpwrtments. 


Professor Nichols was assisted in this 


valuable work by Professor Chartftt E. 
St. John of Obertln College and A I* 
Colton, formerly aasWlant at tht Lick 
Observatory.

great mountains of HawaU, which ef- 
fectually shut off the trade winds from 
these districts. In place of them they 
have land breezes at night and 
breeds by day. both of which are 
more than xephyrs. Sotnetlnvai the sea 
iwwae is augmented by an eddy of toe 
trade Wind, and then blows with more 
force and from a more northerly direc- 
tion. This region Is made up almost en- 
tirely of lava flows, some of them very 
ancient, so that considerable son uas

bean large bunches on low plants so well 
provided with roots that neither the 
weight of the bunch nor high winds will 
prostrate it, whereas the indigenous va- 
rieties are easily blown over. The Chin- 
ese banana ripens well If cut green, and 
la suitable- for cooking. 


Except tbe banana I 'ttle has been «.oae 
In tbe way of raising fruit for profit The 
natives in Kona raise qute a quantity 
of seedling oranges of fine quality, many 
of which are brought to Honolulu and 
sold. Uttle attention, however, is paid 
to tbe cultivation of oranges, and tbe 
fact that oranges of such excellent qual- 
ity are produced irom trees substantially 
In a wild state promises well for the 
future of the Hawaiian production of this 
fruit. 
I am very much Interested In the pros- 


pect of the establishment of an experi- 
ment station here. Such an enterprise 
could not fall to be of vast benefit to 
the small farming Interests of this Ter- 
ritory. If such stations were located at 
places where they might be conveniently 
visited by those Interested In the exper- 
imental work, the results of such work 
would. It seems to' me, better and more 
forcibly reach those whom It is desired 
to reach than In any other way. Free 
monthly bulletins would be very useful 
and would reach many who could not 
often visit the stations.

Bnchholtz Plantation. Hoopuloa, S. Ko- 


na, HawaU, Rugust 28, 1900. 


His Excellency Governor Dole, Honolulu. 


Mr. Governor: There appears to be no 


limit as to the growth of any vegetables, 
fruit trees, grapes, etc., in this district; 
all of them do well and a great many 
bear frtdt the whole year round. I have 
grown the following kinds: 
Potatoes, four times in succession on 


tbe same piece of land within twelve 
months, at an expense, of one-half cent 
per pound, average. I got two large and 
two smaD crops, according to tbe season. 


Cabbage grows the whole year round, 
appearing to make no difference If plant- 
ed hi summer or winter. In spring or aut- 
umn. Tbe cabbage grows to an enormous 
size, as big as 2 feet in diameter, and 
has the quality to ratoon. For a year 
in succession, after the first head is cut 
off. small beads spring up out of tbe 
stamp which, although not as bard aa 
tbe first one and of no use for market 
purposes, make just as fine eating. Cauli- 
flower grows in the same manner as Cab- 
bage, and ratoons In the same way. 
Kohl-rabi, or turnip-rooted cabbage, once 
planted may remain growing for a year 
or longer without becoming stringy or 
woody. Brussels,sprouts grow well, but 
I can not Judge how it would do. be- 
cause when itrjust started to form the 
little heads my turkeys ate it up, and 
I bad no chance to plant again. Arti- 
chokes grow much slower than the 
above-mentioned vegetables, which be- 
come eatable within 
turee 
months, 
whereas artichokes do not develop In less 
than nine months, but they continue to 
deliver flower heads for four to six 
months. Parsley, once sown, grows for- 
ever, apparently; mine Is now 4 years 
old. Parsnips may remain in the ground 
•for a year or longer without becoming 
woody, and can be eaten within two 
months after planting. Celery, both tbe 
turnip rooted and the blanched, grows 
wen. The latter, however, is preferable, 
as it is very nleeahd crisp all tbe time, 
whereas tbe first is liable to become
